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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McGrath et al. (McGrath). 

McGrath discloses the claimed device with the exception of specifically disclosing 
the use of cork as the flexible damping portion. However, McGrath makes clear that 
virtually any core material 500 may be used which provides the necessary function of 
damping sound/vibration. The examiner takes official notice that cork is a commonly 
known material which provides this function. In view of McGrath's teaching of the use of 
multiple suitable materials it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to have used cork if such provided the particular product performance criteria as desired 
by McGrath. 

Regarding claim 2, note McGrath's Fig. 14G embodiment which may include 
several layers 500 of different types of core material. The inner layer may be 
considered the core material with differing elastomer layers to either side of it the 
viscoelastic adhesive material. The hardened resin matrix may be considered the 
second interface layer. 

Concerning the embedded member of claims 4-9 note Fig. 20 of McGrath and 
the description on page 37. McGrath does not disclose the material of which his 
embedded elastomer core elements are constructed but the examiner takes official 
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notice that the claimed materials including foam are commonly known elastomer 
materials and would have been suitable for McGrath's purpose depending on the 
particular product performance criteria as desired by McGrath. 

Caron, Tiitola, Baum, Quigley et al., Johnson, Cecka et al., Wu, Somer, and 
Dano have been cited for interest because they disclose similar devices.
